BLOW AT THE TRUSTS 


CONGRESS IS 'UNDER 
DUTIES 


Scenes and Incidents of legislative Open- 


ing at -WnsUington 


Washington. Dec. 
4—[Special Tele 


gram]—Today what might be called'the 
first world congress in the history of 
our government met in this city. The 
United States has been making history 
by leaps and bounds since the fifty fifth 
congress convened two years ago. 
Then 


events were culminating in the war be- 
tween Spain and this country and the 
great question under consideration both 
in Congress and out among the people 
was -the one of war or peace. Then 
the United: States had no territorial 
possessions -beyond . its continental 
borders; 


Now: Congress has to legislate or pre- 


pare itself to legislate for Cuba, the 
Philippines, Porto Eico, Hiwaii, .Guao, 
and the Island of Tutuila in tho Samoah 
group. 
From 
an insular nation we 


have in these two short years developed 
into a' world.power ot the highest rauk. 
Congress has new questions to, deal 
with and it is going to be worth while to 
watch with closest scrutiny the . manner 


> in which our national'legislators meet 


in . th» 


house galleries. The appearance of Ex- 
Speaker Reed on the floor was greeted 
with a yell of recognition. Other mem: 
bers of national reputation were greeted 
with cheers as they made their oppesr- 
ance. The seats not having been allot- 
ted the members took chairs at random, 
the democrats keeping to the/west side 
of the chamber and the republicans on 
the east side.

The caucus will decide, if the present 


intention is followed, not to wait for 
the appointment of tlie committee on 
banking and currency, but to bring the 
bill into the house forthwith, probably 
under a special order, from the com- 
mittee on rules. .The debate may begin 
on Wednesday. The length, ot time 
to be given to debate-has not'.yet been 
determined. By some it is thought that 
three or four days may suffice. 


While .the session,/promises to be 


upon the whole a busy one:in.the sen- 
ate, 'the first" week probably, will -:be 
marked by considerable lethargy.' In- 
deed,-it would be exceptional!if -any 
actual work should be done. On Mon- 
day the new senators will be sworn 
in, but beyond "this-1 nothing will ;• "be 
done. Ordinarily the president's.-mes- 
sage is received on the first day of.'the 
session, but its receipt'will be .post- 
poned for a day this , session, out .of 
respect to the memory of the late Vice- 
President Hobavt. 


Tuesday littie will 'be .done beyond 


the receipt, of the annual message, the 
present purpose being to adjourn im- 
mediately after the reading of the mes- 
sage to give the republican senators an 
opportunity to hold a caucus over the 
reorganization 
of 
the 
committees. 


^Wednesday and Thursday will he de- 
voted largely to the introd-nction of 
bills. .There, probably .will "be no ses- 
sion "either .Friday or Saturday.
